The other was a note beok of small 
octavo size, containing a number of 
entries, written with the same ink. 
The latter contained the heads of Pas- 
sanante’s scheme for the regeveration 
of the worid. A _ prefato oN fly leaf 
commences in this manne **Dear 
brothers, men of the whole world, it 
belongs to you to solve the problem 
of society and the universe.” The 
first step teward the happiness of man- 
kind must be taken by immediate 
slaughter of all emperors, kings and 
princes. All occasions of war between 
the ‘‘national families” must be re- 
moved, and as a first step to this, the 
reforming cook demards ‘‘the abeli- 
tion of generals.” The third class of 
men who would stand in the way of 
the inaugurationof a ‘perfect economy 
of national families” are prefects, gep- 
darmes and policemen. The punish- 
ments with which retail dealers are 
threatened are remarkably ferocious. 
All eatables are to be sold at a fixed’ 
price, but the articles an sale may be 
ranged in three classes—good, better 
and best—so that every purchaser ef 
meat, butter, bread, er other food may 
choese acccrding to his taste and his 
puise. The author of the scheme is 
no Communist, but a champion cf the 
rights of property. Thieves, adultera- 
ters, coiners, cheats. and similar crim- 
inals, are to be ‘‘thrown into the 
flames. ” We thought that this: threat 
might be metaphorical until we dis- 
covered from a later extract that 
robbers and cheats whoare able io pro- 
duce extenuating circumstances are to 
be punished by a milder death.” 
Trades unions are to be obligatory. 
Every citizen is to pay a monthly 
contribution into the three public 
banks of health and wealth—the com- 
‘mercial, the provincial and the uni- 
versal. The universal republic will 
fix the amount dnd the kind of pay- 

ment which each class of citizens is te 
render. The civil list will, apparent- 
ly, be a very affair.

She is 
an old jail-bird, and was sentenced to 
receive twenty- five lashes. to- day for 
stealing iron from the Chesapeake and 
Uhio railread company. [t was not 
her first acquaintance with the terrible 
whipping-post, which, however, she 
seemed to regard with deadly enmity. 

All of the prisoners had been search- 
ed and locked up, and an official in 
the yard then called to an attendant, 
BGS ota me dewn that tickler;” where. 

@ cowhide about half aninch in 
iamatar at the butt and tapering 
down to a point was tossed into his 
hand. Nancy looked at this instru- 
ment of torture and a perceptible 
shudder passed through her e.

On the opposite side of 
the post were iron bracelets, which are 
nsed to fasten refractory prisoners 
when they are whipped, but Nancy 
needed none ef these appliances; she 
held the post firmly, and in less than 
thirty seconds the punishment was 
inflicted. 

She gripped the pest, herhead turn- 
ed toward the official, and, as he rais- 
ed the cowhide, seemed to nerve her- 
self for the lashes. ‘As fast as [ could 
count the twenty-five stripes were laid 
on, not heavily, but each making a 
horrible white mark on the black 
skin. During the infliction ef the 
first dozen the victim did net budge a 
hair’s breadth, but asthe remainder 
descended in rapid successiun, she 
writhed and twisted in great agony, 
and, hardened criminal as she was, be- 
gan to cry, the tears fairly rolling 
dewn her cheeks. When the whip- 
pitg was over some one in the crowd 
remarked to her: ‘“Ihepe this is the 
last whipp'ng you will get here, Nancy.” 
Her reply: “I hope ‘tis; hope dey 
will send me to the pen'tentiary fr 
life when I leaves dis pl|ace”—was not 
very consoling. She was this morn- 
ing indicted for burglary, also, and 
will certainly serve the state for a 
term of years in: the penitentiary at 
the expiration of her present sentence 
of thirty days in jail.

She is 
an old jail-bird, and was sentenced to 
receive twenty-five lashes to-day for 
stealing iron from the Chesapeake and 
Ghio railread company. I[t was not 
her first acquaintance with the terrible 
whipping-post, which, however, she 
seemed tu regard with deadly enmity. 

All of the prisoners had been search- 
ed and locked up, and an official in 
tbe yard then called to an attendant,

A Savage Queen's Devetion. 


The palace of the native queen of 
the Marquesas group of islavds in the 
Pacific has lately been visited by a 
correspondeat of the Louisville Cou- 
rter-Journal, who writes of the place: 
Altogether it is a charming retreat. 
Sauntering up the street, the queen’s 
house was pointed out to me, and I 
concluded to call op her majesty. The 
h use is built of sawed timber, and is 
large and airy, set upon the usual pai- 
pai, an elevated piece of stone-work, 
about three feet high, and solid as 
stone can make it, with rough-hewn 
stone steps leading to the doer-way. 
The queen was not in, but I was in- 
formed that she could be found at the 
king’s grave, which was pointed out to 
me, situated en a knoll, with stone 
steps leading up to the top, to the left 
of the house, and almost beside it, as 
it were. Ascending the steps, I found 
her wajesty seated by a grave, a tomb, 
superintending seme werkmen, who 
were building s large tomb of mason- 
ry. The queen was very gracious and 
good-looking, having remnants of 
beauty in her person, and seemed to 
have been very pretty in her younger 
days. She has a grave, benevolent ex- 
pression of countenance, and her de- 
meanor bespeaks her rank. The king 
has been dead about twelve years, and 
ever since his death she has kept 
watch over his grave; the most ef the 
time she herself keeps her silent vigil 
over the resting-place of her love. A 
light is always kept burning beside 
the tomb; never allowed to go out un- 
der any circumstances, and attended 
to by the queen’s retinue, whe live ih 
a native-built houseadjoiniog. She is 
now having a larger tomb built, and 
intends having the remains put in if, 
together with her child, when finished. 
She also is leaving a place for herself 
and son, now. living. She was the 
second wife of the king. What more 
touching ard tender spectacle than 
this quiet devotion to the memory ef 
her love, by this grave and sad-look- 
ing lady.

with having much sentiment or feel- 
ing, or even affection; but I think the 
impression has arisen frem the want 
of knowledge of their domestic life. I 
have witnessed many instances. where 
maternal affection has been exhibited 
and wifely devotion has shown: itself 
to an extraordinary degree. There 
was once a native woman who swam 
twelve miles with her white’ husband 
on her back, to save his life’ from his 
enemies, and instances are not want- 
ing where the wife has remained true 
to her dead love during her life, re- 
fusing to be comforted by another af- 
fection.

Atthe Bethnal Green work 
house there are 1059 inmates and 382 
in the infirmary.

This is especially the case at Popular 
and Millwell, where thousands of dock 
and other laborers are thrown out of 
employment.

The 
tradesmen ef the entire eastern dis- 
tricts are cryimg out about the badness 
of trade, and even Christmas wares 
are a heavy 7 in the market. So 
severe is the distress in Haggerston 
that committees formed for the relief 
of cases will be greatly crippled 
through want of funds.

Tu 
carora, the change itrat her dispiriting 
especially when you leave your ,home 
behiod. But the town of Tuscarora is 
not a dismal place by any means. 
Quite the contrary. Itis very lively 
here just now and all the indications 


point to a very prosperous winter. 
THE TOWN 
is built on a bench of the Rock Creek 
range of mountains about 200 feet 
above Independence valley and 7200 
above the level of the sea. It is a 
large, straggling town, composed of all 
sorts of buildings, from a canvas tent 
or a dug-out to handsome brick and 
stone stores and dwellings. Adobe 
has been used to a great extent as a 
building material, as it can be obtain- 
ed close at hand and is much cheaper 
than Jumber, which, in this market. 
sells at fram $40 to $50 per thousand 
feet. There are three different sec- 
tiens of the town, one being built 
around the Grand Prize and Argenta 
mines and called Liokton, another, 
Tuscarora proper, lies over a divide to 
the west, and still further te the west 
is quite a little town built around the 
Navajo and Hornet. 
THE MINES 
are scattered over a large area and 
hoisting works can be seen in all di- 
rections. The names ef the principal 
enes are the Grand Prize, Argenta, 
‘Navajo, Independence, DeFrees, Silver 
Prize, Hornet, Young America, Rev- 
enue, Grand Central, Pawnee and 
Belle Isic. There are hundreds of 
claims which give great promise of 
future wealth, but which have not 
come prominently before the public 
as yet. The mines above named all 
have good hoisting works and there 
are several other shafts worked with 
machinery, but which can not be call- 
ed prominent yet by anymeans. There 
are but three mills here, aggregatings 
forty stamps. Of these tne largest 
(20 stamps) belongs to, and is heing 
ruu by, the Grand Prize Co. It is 
a good mill, well fitted up and works 
about 20 tons of ore perday. The In- 
dependence mill of ten stamps belongs, 
as the name will show, to the Inde- 
pendence company and is new running 
on ore frem the Navajo mine. It is 
a good solid mill and works ore at the 
rate of ll tons perday. It is under- 
stood heretthat the Argenta Co. his 
leased this mill and will take posses- 
sion on the 1st of January, and will 
start up on Argenta ore. As this com- 
pany has a great deal of very rich ore 
on the dumps and in sight io themine 
it is likely that the bullion shipments 
will be very materially in . The 
third mill is situated in a canyon on 
the other side of the valley about 5 
miles from town. It is a 10 stamp 
mill and belongs to the DeFrees com- 
pany, aod at present is running on 
chloride ere from the Graad Prize 
mine. This mill is rua by water 
power, and the savingin power mere 
than pays the expenses of hauling the 
rock such a distance. There is some 
talk of a forty stamp mill being erect 
ed here soon, and certainly if such h 
thecase, it will be a good thing betk 
for the town and for the owners. Lacp 
of mill facilities 1s doing more to keed 
back the camp than anythiug else, and 
if some capitalist or company would 
put his or their money into a gool 
mill, great would be the returns. is 
will not try the patience of yeur read- 
ers further now, but will write again 
GIROFLA.

Slow Mail Service. 
Subscribers to the GazeTrE at 
Wadsworth, have been complaining 
lately that they receive their papers 
very .rreguiarly. It is of vital interest 
to every newspaper publisher that 
the delivery should be perfect, and 


the proprietors of the GAZETTE wrote 
to the postmaster at Wadsworth for 
an explanation. W. C. Taylor, deputy 
postmaster, replies that the GAZETTE 
is always delivered ‘‘when it gets 
around” te his office. In explanation 
of that most extrordinary way of put- 
ting it, Mr. Taylor says: ‘*The GazETTE 
published, or dated, Dec, 12th, came 
to this office Tuesday night, the 17th, 
at 9:40 o'clock, and the paper of the 
16th of Dec. also came back on the 
Western bound train No. 2, at 9:40 
o'clock on the night of the 20th.”

[Baltimore Bulletin.) 

The annual jumping processien of 
Luxemburg is ove of the queerest re- 
ligious displays to which a supersti- 
tious tradition ever gave rise. What- 
ever may be its origin, certain it is 
that ence a year, on Whit cheno / 
the people in the vicinity of the old 
town of Echternacht gather tugether 
by thousands, and, forming into a reg: 
ular precession, gravely and deliber- 
ately endeavor to dacce, jump and 
hop from the starting point to the 
church, a full three hours’ jourtey. 
It is thought that by jumping, bop- 
ning and. daucing ever this leng dis- 
tance on the aay mentioned, the sins 
of the preceeding year are blotted out 
and stamped out and salvation made 
sure, The burdened slivers form iu 
line, four abreast, and hand in hand, 
and headed by bands of. music, to 
which their movements keep time, 
they proceed with the utmost solemni- 
ty to hop, skip and jump into salva- 
tion. : 

To unprejudiced spectators the spec- 
tacle is said to be infinitely amusing 
and absurd. Imasagine thousands of 
men, memen avd -children, with the 
utmost gravity of countenance and 
frantic energy, jumping and hopping 
along, beating down Satan under their 
feet, as it were, at every step, a..d les- 
sening their loud of sin at every jump. 
The doctrine shows marks of logical 
evolution in many of the rules which 
wuide. these religious acrobats. For 
instance, it is laid down that a jumper 
my not only jump himself into a state 
of purity and safety, but by jumps of 
supererogation muy rescue the soul of 
somé less agile and long-winded sin- 
ner. if 

It is also held that every jump 
counts in the contest with the evil one, 
which is an extremely consolatery and 
encouraging doctrive for those unfor- 
tunate sioners whose legs are not equal 
to their pious aspirations. At the 
4same time, only those who have suc- 
ceeded ia accomplishing the eutire dis- 
tance have wiped out all their sins, 
and out of many thousands few are so 
happy as to wipe off old scores. Novo 
stopping in the jumping from the be- 
ginning to the end of the journey is 
aitowed. They must jump right on 
till they get to the church, and if they 
get out of the ranks they cannot re- 
sume their pious exercises on their 
own account, but for the sake of a 
friend or an enemy they may resume 
their jumping; 
can expect to have his transgressions 
jumped away for nothing, and accord- 
ingly, when his legs give out he finds 
plenty of friends ready to jump for 
him at so much an hour. 

This last development of the orig- 
inal doctrine might seem to encourage 
a carnal and worldly spirit, and prob- 
ably does produce professional jump- 
ers, who cruelly speculate on the 
physical weaknesses of their fellow 
sinners, but it is absolutely necessary, 
in order to give feeble transgressors an 
equal chance with those of stronger 
frames. The way of the transgressor 
is unmistakably hard in Luxemburg 
on Whit Tuesday, but it would seem 
comparatively easy for the rest of the 
year. And even on that day he may 
hire a substitute to do his jumping, if 
he be so disposed, so that, on the 
whole, tho Liaxembury sinner may be 
considered as very fairly offand rather 
to be envied than otherwise.

Another and very important step 
forward in the science of electric ligh:- 
ning was made in Bosten last night, 
when for the first time, so far as there 
is any known record, this wonderful 
meuns of illumination .was applied 
with marked, though net unqualified 
success to waritime purposes. Last 
Thursday forenoon Mr. Linus B, 
Comins, Jr., agent for the Wallace- 
Farmer electric light placed the nec- 
essary apparatus on board the ferry- 
boat Winthrop, and at 4 o'clock 
that afternoon had it set up and run- 
ning. The boat, however, did not get 
iuto service until last evening, when 
she was lighted by electricity. Two 
lanterns were placed on deck, one 
suspended directi; uudeweither pilot- 
house and a third was below over the 
after end of the engine. These lamps 
were illuminated by means of an elec- 
tric current geverated by a Wallace- 
Farmer dynamo-electricmachine,which 
was driven off the balance wheel of a 
Woodworth steam pump, This pump 
worked very itregularly, and as a re- 
sult a fluctuating current was supplied 
to the lamps, which were naturally 
affected in their steadiness thereby. 
The light, however, was generally very 
brilliant and illumimated every por- 
tion of the dock with a flood of soft, 
white light, which ceuld only have 
been exceeded in intensity by the rays 
ef the sun. On the water the effect 
wus remarkable, as the boat’s track 
from shore to shore was so illumined 
that the smallest boat could not have 
crossed tiie Winthrop’s path within 
three hundred feet without being 
clearly seen. It is also apparent that 
no vessel could come near the ferry- 
boat without seeing her plainly, and, 
in fact, distinguishing her entire out- 
line and accurately determining her 
course. Mr. Charles H Doten, eun- 
gineer in-chief of the ferries, says the 
system is a perfect success and sup- 
plies a want that has long been felt on 
his boats. In afew days better mo- 
tive power will be furnished, when the 
lights will be seen at their best.

The credit of the country has been 
placed on a sound basis, and is prob- 
ably stronger than it ever was; the 
abundant harvests that: have been 
reaped have stimulated all industries, 
which, the President says without hes- 
itation, ‘‘are reviving,’ and the land 
is “promised future prcsperity.’’ If 
the public debt is no longer being re- 
duced at the rapid rate witnessed im- 
mediately after the civil-war, its bur- 
den presses much less heavily than 
formerly, as the process of redeeming 
6 per cent. bonds by replacing them 
with 4 per cent. bonds makes steady 
progress. Most welceme signs of all, 
perhaps, the debt is now being largely 
brought home. The return of Ameri- 
can securities from Europe has assum- 
ed such proportions that, instead of 
owing the great bulk of their debt to 
foreign he!ders, it is new mainly held 
by the American people themseives, as 
is the case with the English; for the 
total amount of government loans held 
abroad, the President says, does not 
exceed $200,000,000, or, say. £40,000,- 
000, which is scarcely one-tenth ef the 
whole. This is a very gratifying pic- 
ture, and it may be well believed that 
sound - headed Amevican statesmen 
will be apxious that it should not be 
disturbed by the currency quacks. 
With a restored credit, revived trade, 
and a seund financial policy carried 
into effect by the resumption of specie 
payments on a gold and ‘silver basis, 
the promise of prosperity which the 
President speaks of ought soon to be 
fully realized,

' Chief Moses Capturea. 


PorTLAND, Dec. 23.—The following 
report comes from the Yakima volun- 
teers and friendly Indians who went 
in pursuit of Chief Moses and his band. 
Mr. Lockwood, a reliable and wealthy 
steckman, has just arrived from the 
mouth of the Yakima river. He re- 
ports that after the two companies of 
volunteérs met they surreunded a 
suspicious loeking band of Indians, 
who had been pursuing sqme white 
men, and captured Moses and his nep 
hew in the band, The band consisted 
of ten or twelve of Moses’ chosen war- 
riors, and was located about five miles 
north of whatis known as the Crab 
Creek country. The capture was affec- 
ted on the 20th, and yesterday morn- 
ing a strengguard from the volunteers 
force proposed to convey the prisoners 
to the Simcoe reservation, The vol- 
unteers agreed to liberate six of the 
captured warriors, provided they 
would act as guidesto the Perkins 
murderers, who are desired by the 
authorities, whiehthey promised to do.

The suicide was committed with a 
pistol and Noonan thot himself through 
the heart.

Noonan, but there was a sigh of relief 
on the corporate lips of the 7th Caval- 
ry when its members heard that Noon- 
an by his ewn hand had relieved the 
regiment of the odium which the 
man’s presence cast upon them. 

Thursday afternoon a reporter for the 
Tribune interviewed Noonan upon the 
unfortunate relatioas between himself 
and the man who represented himself 
as Noonan’s wife. 

“When I married her, sir” said 
Noonan, earnestly,‘‘] believed herto be 
a@ woman, and never knew to the contra- 
ry until I he:ri of the post moit-m ” 

‘““Are you prepared to say, Noonan 
that during your marital experience 
you never dreamed of what the medi- 
cal officers discovered?”’ 

‘“‘— mean just that. I dare not 
say that themedical officers were wrong, 
but 1 know that Iam right, and I 
know that my wife wasa woman. 
There is some terrible mystery about 
this thing that- I can’t understand. 
She had acted 2s mid-wife and doc- 
tress here at the post. She was; trus- 
ted and respected by a large number 
of people,and I can only think she 
must have done something terrtbly 
wrong which demandeda disguise of 
her sex by the diagnosing physician.” 

“But her wrong must have been to 
one ef her supposed sex, end Ican’t un- 
derstand how the alteration could ben- 
efit her.”

They can pronunce her man, 
woman, Gcd or devil, as they sec fit, 
but I am doemed to the infamy, and 
can find ne relief. As Almighty Ged 
is my judge, my wife wasa woman, 
and I care nothing for post mortem 
examinations to the contrary! Why, 
I tell you, sir, she at one time had an 
abortion produced upon her.” 

“Sergeant, are you lying to me, or 
telling me the truth?” | 

“The truth, so help me God. I 
will swear before my Maker that she 
wasawoman. But I can’t tell what 
induced this concealment of her sex. 
I can’t understand how she came to 
die. There is something beyoad my 
wife's grave that must be settled at 
some time, and there will bea time 
when the mystery will be cleared up. 
It may not b- in your lifetime, or 
mine, but I tell you, sir, the woman 
has been strangely wronged, and were 
I in a position to clear the thing up, 
I would tlefy the woman to prove 
that she was not a woman. 

Such earnestness in facing the grave 
is entitled to weight. While Noonan 
spoke the shadoW of death was in his 
eyes. There was something which 
awed the reporter. 

Noonan is dead. If a liar, he is 
damned. If he has told the truth, 
there isa fearful mystery somewhere.

Nataralized Chinamen.

The San Francisco Call and the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer are both wrong in re- 
spect to the date of the naturulization 
of the first Chinaman. The Inquirer 
claims that the honor of being the first 
Chinaman to be received into citizen- 
ship is Mr. Jo Sing who was admitted 
as a citizen twe years ago. A month 
ago a citizen of Malden, a suburb of 
Boston, by the name of Charles Ah 
Showe, made a visit to this city, and 
is now on his way to China. He is a 
Chinaman, and was naturalized in Bos- 
ton in 1850. He bore letters from the 
mayor ef Boston and from Secretary 
Evarts, as well as from other promi- 
nent men in the East. He reported 
that there were six naturalized Chiva- 
men in Boston. If a complete record 
could be compiled of all the Chinamen 
who have become American citizens, 
it is highly probable that it would be 
found that ne odjectien to admitting 
them into citizenship was made until 
a comparatively recent period.
